FRENCH POLICY [IN ORIENT 

Par‘s Figaro: We must adopt soma 
policy in the Far East.

But when the Bank of Formose got 
into trouble and other banks went 
to ite aid the present difficulty was 
precipitated.

Why Woman’s Place Is Sometimes in the Home 
And Ofitimes Out of It—Solving the Problem of 
Caring for an Elderly Father and Mother—Why 
This “Typical Flapper” Will Make a Bad Wife 


Dear Miss Dix—Will you please tell me if you think :

On whether she can do more for the home 
inside or omtside of it, and on the woman 
herself and her own gifts and talents. 


When we make the sweeping assertion that 
a woman's place is in the home we presuppose 
that she fy married to a man whose carning 
capacity is great enough to support a home in 
comfort, and that the husband is a domestic 
man whois a fireside companion to his wife. 
Unfortunately, this is not always the case. 
Some men are lazy and wil! not work. Some 
men do not bring their money home, but spend 
it on their dissipations. Other men just have 
not the faculty of making money. 

Obviously, it is no woman's duty to stay at 
home and starve, and so when one finds out that 
rwanot, support the home in decent comfort, she is w 
ba behind her and goes out and géts a 
self, 


her husband will not, or 
ise if she bangs the 
job so that she can support her- 


A woman's place is never so much at home as when she has little 
children, They need her care, her watchfulness, her teaching, her tend- 
erness every moment, and it is always a tragedy when they are denicd 
this, for there is no other human being who can satisfactorily substitute 
for a mother. 

But there are even exceptions to this rule, that a woman's place 
is in the home, because very often it is necessary for the mother to go 
out and earn the bread and butter upon which to feed her young; and 
frequently a talented mother, by pursuing her profession, which takes 
her away from home, makes the moncy that enables her to send her 
sons and daughters to college and give them a start in the world that 
she could never give them if she stayed put in her kitchen,
